This is the text of the 
opinion- 
opinion: 
State of 
California, A*ttomey-Gen- 
eral's office, W. F. Fitzgerald, 
Attorney-General, 
Sacramento, 
January, 1 5 , 1 8 6 5 . 
Hon. James H. Budd, Governor 
of the State of California—DEAR SIR: 
Replying to your inquiry of this day 
as to "what is the power of the gov­ 
ernment with reference to the 
re­ 
moval of an appointee of the Board of 
Police Commissioners of the city and 
county of San Francisco and to fill by 
appointment the vacancy caused by 


such removal?" I will especially state 
that the Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners of said city and county was 
created by the act approved April 1, 


1 8 7 8 . 
This act, among other things, 
provides 
that the 
District 
Judges 
therein named are empowered 
and 
required "to choose three citizens of 
said city and county, householders of 
good* repute, without respect to their 
politics, who, together with the Chief 


of Police, shall constitute the Board 


of Police Commissioners of said city 
and" county. 


'All vacancies shall be filled by 
the aforesaid Judges making the ap­ 
pointments." 


There is no term 
of office 
pre 
scribed for these officers by this act, 
nor by any other law of this State. 


The appointing 
power 
provided 


for by this act was abolished by the 
constitution, and no express provi­ 
sion having been made either by the 
constitution or by statue providing 


for the exercise of such power by 
any other officer, the question then 
fto be determined is, Where does this 
power vest? 


Section 
1 6 of article XX of the 
constitution provides that "when the 
term of any officer or commissioner 
is not provided for in this constitu­ 
tion the term of such officer or com­ 
mission may be declared by law,- and 


if not so declared, such officer or 
commissioner shall hold his position 
as such office, or commissioner dur­ 
ing the pleasure 
of the 
authority 
making the appointment; but in no 
case shall such 
term exceed four 
years." 


This 
section of the constitution 


was construed by the Supreme Court 


of this State in the recent case of 
Higgins vs. Cole 
( 1 0 0 Cal., 250-65), 
in which it was said that "as the 
term of office was not fixed by the 
constitution nor declared by law, it 
must be held that appelant's 
term 
continued only during the 
pleasure 


of the appointing power and that he 


was rightly removed." 


Upon this subject section 8 7 8 of 
the Political Code further 
provides: 
"Every office of which the duration 
is not fixed by law « 
held at 
the 
pleasure of the appointing power." 


From this section it will be seen 
that the Legislature in omitting to 
prescribe the term of office of such 
commissioners has left the 
duration 
thereof to the pleasure of the ap­ 
pointing power. 


In order 
then 
to determine 
in 
whom the 
power 
of 
appointment 
vests in this instance, the original 
authority 
to 
make 
such appoint­ 
ment 
having 
been 
abolished 
as 
stated, we must look first to section 
4 of article XX of the 
constitution, 
which provides that 
pfficers or 
commissioners whose election or ap­ 
pointments is not provided for by 
this constitution, and all officers and 
.commissioners whose offices or duties 
may hereafter 
be created by law, 
shall be elected by the people or 
'appointed, as the Legislature may 
direct"' 


As neither the constitution nor the 


statute prescribes any express mode 


for 
making such 
appointment 
the 
provisions of 
section 
876 of the 
Political Code must necessarily con- 
rrol. 
That section reads as follows: 
"Every officer, the mode of whose 
appointment is not prescribed by the 
constitution or statutes, must be ap­ 
pointed by the Governor." 


In view of these provisions of the 
constitution and the statutes I am of 
the opinion that you, as Governor, 
have the power to remove "ar. ap­ 
pointee on the Board of Police Com­ 
missioners of the city and county of 
San Francisco, and to fill by ap­ 
pointment the 
vacancy caused by 
such removal."

PARIS, Jan. 1 5 . — I t was announced 
this 
evening 
that 
Casimir-Perier, 
President of the French republic, had 
resigned the office. 


Du ring the evening he 
conferred 
with the President of the Senate and 
then summoned M, Guerm. Minister 


of Justice, M. Leyques, Minister of 
Public 
Instruction, 
M. 
Poincarre, 
Minister of Finance, and the Perfect 


of the £eine. 


M. Leyques had a long conversa­ 
tion with M. Perier, the result of 
which is not known. 


A second official note was issued 
at 1 1 o'clock tonight, 
announcing 
the resignation of the President, and 
forcasting the ideas he intended 
to 
develop in his farewell address to the 
Chamber of Deputies. 


The note says that in the eyes of 
the President yesterday's sitting of 
the Chamber, and the vote which 
overthrew the 
Cabinet, were only 
secondary incidents of the struggle 
which is proceeding against parlia­ 
mentary regime and public liberties. 


M. Casimir-Perier had hoped the 
President of the republic, who is de­ 
prived of means of action, would 
have been exempted from party at­ 
tacks, and the especial confidence of 
the Republicans would have accorded 
him power and authority.

REAL AND BOGUS ECONOMY 


There is no doubt about the ur. 
gency of the demand for economy 
and the Legislature will do well to 
heed it. 
But members must take 
care not to confound a refusal to ap­ 
propriate money for desirable pur­ 
poses with economy. 
That is the 
Democratic idea of retrenchment, but 
it is not a popular one. 
What the 
people really desire is not an incon­ 
siderate refusal to expend money, but 
a determined effort to suppress im­ 
proper expenditures whether author­ 
ized by law or not. 


There are now before the Legis­ 
lature, or will be introduced in due 
season, bills authorizing the erection 


of two buildings in the city of San 
Francisco; one to house the various 
State courts, commissions, etc., now 
scattered in different 
buildings, and 
the other to provide class-rooms for 
the affiliated 
colleges of the State 
University now located in this city. 


The State is now paying out large 
sums annually in the form of rent to 
furnish these various courts, commis­ 
sions, colleges, etc., with rooms, and 
careful 
estimates have been 
made 
showing that the amounts so ex­ 
pended would pay the interest on a 
much larger sum than would be re­ 
quired for the erection of two suitable 
buildings, which would 
prove in­ 
finitely more convenient to the public 
and to those who are compelled to 
use them. 


We 
have already 
said that the 
Democratic method of retrenchment 


is to suspend expenditures for pur­ 
poses of utility. 
The records of 
Congressional 
appropriations show 
this. A particularly strong demand 


for economy is always followed by a 
suspension of work on public build­ 
ings and the reduction of river and 
harbor improvements to a minimum. 


A Democratic Postmaster-General in 
an elaborate rebort pointed out thai 
the General Goverment would save a 
large sum of money annually by pro­ 
viding postoffice buildings for every 
small town in the country, instead of 
paying rent as at present. 
But a 
Democratic Congress, instead of pay­ 


ing attention to his logical and well- 
cpnsidered 
arguments, deliberately 
refused to make appropriations for 
cities of the first class. But there 


was no reduction in the total amount 


of expenditures as the result of this 
policy; on the contrary, 
appropria­ 
tions were increased. 
Let the Re­ 
publican 
Legislature of California 
avoid imitating this example, I^et 
it practice real economies, and not 
attempt to fool the people by refus­ 


ing to make appropriations 
which 
would result in effecting a genuine 
saving by reducing the annual ex­ 
penditure for the rent of buildings 
and rooms required to carry on the 
business of the State.—S. F. Chron­ 
icle. 


RESIGNATION OF CASIMIR-PERIEff. 


The President oftne' French Re­ 
public has announced his intention 
to resign his high office. 
The course 


was apparently forced upon him by 
a Parliamentiary disagreement. On 
Monday the Chamber of Deputies 
*oted down the Ministry on some 
trivial matter, touching a question of 
precedence, but which had back of 
it a grave constitutional question. 


When Casimir-Perier became Pres 
ident, after the assassination of Car- 
not, there was an enthusiastic rally of 
the Moderate 
Republicans to the 
support of his administration. Dupuy 
formed a Cabinet in that interest, 
and it was believed that the Radicals 
would not be able to make much 
headway. 
But it seems now that 
both the President and the 
Premier 
have a powerful party against them 
in the Chamber, arid that they have 
triumphed by driving the President 
out of office. 


Casimir-Perier 
will be severely 
criticised for his want of courage, but 
it is doubtful if under the circum­ 
stances a new Mintstry could have 
been formed, and it is almost cer­ 
tain that an appeal to the country 
would have gone against the Mod­ 
erates. 


The particular issue on which the 
Deputy 
Cabinet 
was overthrown 
would have given the Radicals a 
great advantage before the people. 
It seems that a combination of rail­ 
road capitalists and magnates in­ 
duced the Government in 1882 to 
enter into a contract under which, in 
consideration for transportation ot 


war material, troops, etc., the Gov­ 
ernment was induced to guarantee 
extensive issue of bonds, 
According 
to the popular estimate it was a ras­ 
cally piece of business. 
The present 
Government has contended that the 
guarantee expires in 1914, but the 
railroad directors claim that there is 
perpetual obligation. 
The question 


wa» carried before the Council of 
State, which is an extraordinary tri­ 
bunal 
under 
French 
Constitution, 
and that body decided in favor of 
the 
railroads. 
The Chamber of 
Deputies now clatms the power to 
set aside that decree. 
It thus be­ 
comes a grave constitutional ques­ 
tion. 


There is no doubt that the Conseil 
d'Etat, which is a high tribunal 
pre­ 
sided over by the Minister of Justice, 


is vested by the constitution 
with 
jurisdiction to finally determine all 
administrative 
^questions. 
In this 
view the position taken by the op­ 
position majority in the Chamber is 
little short of revolutionary. And 


yet the issue is presented in such a 


way that they are likely to have the 


support of public opinion, in Pans 
at least. 
Instead of the issue appear­ 


ing to be a constitutional question i 


is presented as a struggle between the 
French people and the railroad capi 
talists. 


Under the French Constitution, in 
case of the resignation of the Presi­ 
dent, the two assemblies, the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies, must as­ 
semble immediately in joint session 
and proceed to the election of a new 
President. 
During the interval be­ 
tween the resignation and the elec­ 
tion the Council of Ministers is in­ 
vested 
with the executive power 


The 
dispatches say the election 
will take place today, and Brisson, a 
Radical with moderate tendencies, is 


mentioned as the man 
wfib will* 
probably be chostjfc to succeed CasKi 
mir-Perfer. 
Whether he 
1 wfn hxvt 
any more success than the outgoing 
President in stemming the tide of 
Radicalism remains to be seen. The 
situation is regarded as extremely 
serious and is causing much anxiety 
not only in Paris, but throughout 
France generally.
